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Genetics, intentionally or unintentionally, has proven through science and medicine that there are distinct and 
differentiable races. (There is no social construct involved!) Each of these races at one time or another, in the past 
or future to be, will fight for its existence, to be pure and unadulterated. 


The Mayans, Aztecs, Incas, for example, are for the most part lost, as can be seen at least in the pure sense. This was 
not due to internal treason. Today we see the European Volk being betrayed by those with and in power through 
influence, corruption, and other machinations by a race no better than a chameleon, that acts and often looks like a 
European, who over centuries has perfected its subversion for devious and depraved ends, but nevertheless is far 
from European in genetics, culture, identity, behaviour, etc. 


If this chameleon succeeds in the end to obliterate and eliminate the European race from this temporal, secular 
world, it will never destroy the spiritual body thereof. Notwithstanding, another race will come to the forefront, 
both as the next victims and in struggle for their own survival. The manipulation by the corruptors is in a perpetual 
state of strife.

All humans inherit their characteristics, traits, attributes, etc. from our ancestors. It can be presumed that what we 
inherit is on the whole the strongest and best of these genes; it would be a matter then of us leveraging them for the 
best outcomes in our life, through using our talents and skills gifted to us by our Creator. 


Generally speaking, our ancestors were not shy or feeble. It was a matter of using intellect to acknowledge and 
realize potential then acting upon it. We have never desired the destruction of anything good or neutral in the 
course of history on Earth. In fact, as a Volk, we have desired and strived for improvement, development, 
enhancement, betterment, etc. This has been usually through the sense of obedience or desire to please our Creator, 
regardless of who that is to each of us.

“Chameleons are preyed upon and consumed by a variety of other animals. Birds and snakes represent the most 
important predators of adult chameleons and invertebrates, especially ants, put a high predatory pressure on 
chameleon eggs and juveniles. Chameleons are unlikely to be able to flee from predators and rely on crypsis as their 
primary defense. Chameleons can change both their colors and their patterns (to varying extents) to resemble their 
surroundings or disrupt the body outline and remain hidden from a potential enemy’s sight. Only if detected, 
chameleons actively defend themselves. They adopt a defensive body posture, present an attacker a laterally flattened 
body to appear larger, warn with an open mouth and, if needed, utilize feet and jaws to fight back. Vocalization is 
sometimes incorporated into threat displays.” 


How today should or must our Volk combat the pest, the useless chameleon that lurks amongst us? For one thing, 
we must be vigilant, be on constant guard, and look out for the creature. Those of us who are aware of it, we must be 
as the hunter treading through the woods. We must teach the others of our Volk how to hunt, how to provide for one 
another for when we are in hunger, whereby we all may know how to find, identify, and distinguish the different 
wildlife. 


Those who sit idly by, neither hunting nor gathering, neither nourishing the mind, the soul, nor the body, must be 
either snapped into consciousness (awoken at daybreak), and thereby into action, or left to linger in the wild of their 
own making, as trees unharvested.

It is not looked at in disgust or contempt, 
rather honoured and respected for fulfilling its duty. The operator and engineer look to running, organizing, and 
designing the best combination of parts for the task and ensuring the best efficiency is achieved. Thereby, each piece 
may function with the least amount of stress and the maximum amount of outcome. 


One of our many duties in life is to plough the fields, sow the seeds of knowledge and wisdom, and work the land to 
pass on our legacy of greatness. Those who cannot or refuse to partake in the crop of our toil, who do not see the 
differences between our wholesome product of the Earth and the kitsch of the merchant, are unworthy of being a 
benefactor or progenitor for the future. 


The chameleon, like any other living creature in this life, has a habitat and a purpose. Yet as amember of this earthly 
presence, it hides, disguises itself, and contributes nothing of everlasting value. The metaphorical characteristics of 
the chameleon are astoundingly apropos, whether their history as pets, of their habitats or diet, as carriers of 
parasites, or of other attributes. This reptile, which by its very nature, is not compatible to our Volk in our everyday 
or eternal function, purpose, and existence. Therefore it is of the utmost importance to ensure that these such 
creatures are not present in our habitat, either as “pets” or invaders, migratory or otherwise. 


We know who we are; we know who the chameleon is. We must shed it of its colour-changing and expose it. It must 
return or be returned to its natural borders so that we may then, uninhibited, carry on and carry out our created 
purpose and function for the benefit of man, the very existence of our Volk, and the glory of our Creator.
